Depew Saya we Will be the r.anglu«g 


Stock of Europe if we do not. 


Chauneey M. Depew, who has just re 


turned from Europe, in an intervie1 


recently said: 


"We will be the laughing stock of the 


whole world if we don't keep what wi 
have got in the Philippines. On the conti 
nent they have in a way taken it for grant' 
cd that we are going to stay there, anc 
they have stopped worrying about as, but 
in .England they still manifest great curi- 
osity to see bow we are going to come out 
in our first wrestle with 'The White Man' 
Burden.' 


A prominent Englishman expressed the 


universal sentiment of his country when 
be said to me the other clay : 


" Ton Americans will learn by and by 


that you have to deal with the Filipinos as 
we deal with East Indians. 
Square the 


leaders. Ask Aguinaldo and a few of hie 
generals how much of a money induce- 
ment it would take to make them live in 
Hong Kong for a while, then take the 
arms away from their followers and put a 
strong garrison in every town.' 


"Europe will derive no practical result 


from the peace conference now in progress 
at The Hague, although it is transparent 
that a discussion of the possibilities of uni- 
versal peace has a tendency to ultimately 
bring it aboub because it makes the na- 
tions more familiar with the subject and 
gradually 
overcomes their 
prejudices 


agaiust it. 


"Germany and Turkey do not submit to 


arbitration. The positions of the Kaiser 
and the Sultan are identically on this sub- 
ect. They both believe tbey arc always 
divinely right in 
everything, conse- 


quently they can not be wrong wben they 
want to make war. To question that right 


resort to arbitration would be an in- 


fringement on the primary privilege of 
cingship. 


"The United States and Great Britan 


both favor arbitration, and France in the 
main agrees with them, 


"Nations which do not have large naviefe 


advocate a decrease in the aea armament 
o! the world, while governments with 
small armies aie strong advocate" of land 
disarmament. 


'The whole conference remind me of a 


Yankee hoise trade, where the horse 
owners ait under a shed and whittle all 
day, each hoping that the other would set 
lie worst of the baigoin. 


'ten More Regiments. 


Otl» to Have Between 45,000 ami 50.OOO 


Soldiers. 


Major General Otia is to bare between 


45,000 and 50,1)00 men available for eer- 
vice in tbe Philippines. This was deter- 
mined at last Thursday's Cabinet meeting. 
President McKinley and Secretary Alger 
tben communicated to the other members 
of the Cabinet their latest decision as to 
ihe additional re-enforcements for General 
Otis. 


Ten regiments will be organized in this 


country besides those which General Otis 


IBS provided with officers and a skeleton 
organization in the Philippines. 


The President announced that be had 


appointed as the colonel of the firat volun- 
eer regiment to be organized in this coun- 
try Major Edmund Rice, of the Third In- 
'antry, late colonel of the Sixth Massachu- 
setts, a distinguished Massachusetts so! 
dier, who rose from a captaincy to a lieu 
,enant colonelcy in the rebellion, and that 
he expects this regiment, which would be 
.be Twenty-sixth Volunteer Infantry, to 
be recruited largely from Sew England, 
with its recruiting station at Plattsburg, 
N. V. 


The President added that the colonels 


and other higher officers for all the new 
volunteer regiments will be taken in like 
manner from officers of the regular army 
who have distinguished themselves, while 
men who have served as volunteer officers 
will be given subordinate offices.

Xo matter what par 
of the field one visits scenes of lovelines 
open in vistas on every side. 
Th 


tongue of wood of McPherson's farm 
where Reynolds fell, is a flne bit o 
American forest, and Willoughby Run 
which meanders close by, and wnos 
placid waters were crimsoned by th 
blood of brave men, is a sweet am 
charming stream where the lilies growl 
shady places atid the birds come in 
springtime to build their nests along it 
banks. 
Then from 
Cemetery Hill 


where the Union men made auch a gal 
lant stand 
against 
the "Louisiana 


Tigers," there is a splendid view as om 
looks over the town and across the field, 
to the Lutheran Seminary. Culp's Hill 
too, ia full of sweet spots; and through 
the dark forest, where the six tours 
fighting took place on the morning o 
the third day, one can find much to 
admire, and many a grand old tree 
riddled by bullets and torn with shot 
and 
shell—forcible reminders oE th 


awful morning of July 3. 


And what more picturesque than thi 


wild and rugged scenery of the "Devil's 
Den ?" Or where can one go to look for 
a grander or more sublime scene than 
from the summit of "Little Hound 
Top," where Vincent's men made their 
gallant fight. Gettysburg is certainly a 
magnificent 
spot, 
fuli 
of 
natura 


beauties; and of the many battlefields of 
the war none more suitable could have 
been selected upon which to erect the 
monuments that are intended to com- 
memorate the heroism and valor of our 
troops. The fleld is fast becoming the 
Xational Mecca, and year after year the 
number of visitors to the ground in- 
creases, until tens ol thousands of 
Americana annually make a pilgrimage 
to the holy ground and worship at the 
shrine where so many noble men laid 
down their lives in defense of the Sfate 
and the cause.

partment of Agriculture indicate, like 
the previous monthly reports of the pres- 
ent season, that the wheat yiald will he 
much smaller than that of last year; but 
the Government does not state in pre- 
cise terms how many bushels of the 
crop may be expected to be harvested. 
It gives the average condition of the 
crop as compared with that ol previous 
months and years, and, applying these 
figures to the known acreage under cul- 
tivation, experts reach conflicting con- 
clusions as to the probable yield. * 
The final outturn of spring wheat is 
still uncertain, as tbe crop will be sub- 
jected to tbe risks of weather changes 
for some weeks to come; but assuming 
the approximate accuracy of the fore- 
casts the production of wheat would ex- 
ceed that of all previous seasons except 
those of 1S98 and 1S91. 


As the crop report suggests a possible 


production of corn but little short of the 
best crops of previous years, and a yield 
of oats larger than that of last year, 
there is no reason for dissatisfaction 
about the results of the agricultural 
season in the grain growing districts of 
the country. With a sufficient supply of 
wheat and an abundance of other ce- 
reals, there is promise of sustained ac- 
tivity in the export trade in grain and 
of a continuance of the agricultural pros- 
perity which has been the prop of gen- 
eral business revival during the past 
year. 


ACCORDING TO THE latest news 
fl 
from Washington Secretary Alger 
'' is assuredly sufficiently explicit in 
his denial of the reports that he is soon 
to leave the Cabinet. He plainly and 
bluntly declares that he will "not retire 
this year, certainly." "What he will do 
in the matter after the year shall have 
closed he cannot say.

longer, unless in the meantime the 
President shall find courage enough to 
frankly ask the Secretary of War for his 
resignation—an act which would be very 
popular, but which at this date may 
hardly be expected.

steady stream of popular denunciation 
which is poured upon him, he intends to 
stick to his office—at least, until he shall 
mve placed his annual one-sided report 
before the country.—Phila liecurd.

A railroad accident occurred near Han- 


over Tuesday, By which two horses were 
killed and the driver made a narrow escape 
from death. 


Henry F. Bair, a farmer, residing near 


New Baltimore, shoitly after'9.30 o'clock 
waa returning from the York road cream- 
ery, and when crossing the Western Mary- 
land RaUrufid, a few hundred yards west 
of York Koad Station, bis team waa struck 
by engine No. 12, which drew the passen- 
ger train due here at 10.28. 
The two 


horses were killed instantly and tbe wa« 
gon with a load of milk cans was smashed 
to pieces. 


Mr. Bair was hurled quite a distance, 


and was found lying along the track. 
Dr. 


Harry GlatMter, of Central City, Nebras- 
ka, now -visiting bis parents at Spring 
Grove, was on the train and gave Mr. Bnir 
attention until Hanover was reached. 
He 


arrived in a somewhat dazed condition, 
and was taken into the- baggage room and 
the railroad physician, Dr. J. H. Bittinger, 
summoned, wbo relieved the injured man 
temporarily, after which he was taken to 
bis home, where a more thorough exami- 
nation was made. 
Dr. Bittinger found 


that Mr. Bair had the small bones in his 
right leg broken, his spine waa injured, 
flesh wounds all over bis body, and is suf- 
fe.ring with compression of the brain. 
'. 'At the place the accident happened, the 
'track can be seen in both directions for a 
long distance from the roadway, and why 
Mr. Bair did not see the coming train is 
unaccountable, says the Hanover 
fUi'afd. 


Mr. Bair said he heard the Uain whistle 
but had no idea it waa so near. 
When 


the Engineer, Harry Eichelberger, saw tbe 
team about to croet the track, he reversed 
the engine but it was to late to stop tbe 
train. Theengiue waasomewhaldamaged 
the pilot being broken, the steps demol- 
ished and other slight damage done. 


The train's crew sonsists of conductor 


George Maurath, brakeman Harry Mow- 
ery, engineer Harry Eiohelberger and fire- 
man Van Bailey. 


Mr. Bair gathered milk and eggs for the 


creamery and had an exceptionally fine 
team. He had delivered his milk and 
left the creamery for hotne about fifteen 
minutes beforethe accident. The distance 
from the creamery to the railroad cro.srfing 
around by the road is about one-ball mile.

MAJRJES TO BREED. 


SOME SUGGESTIONS BY THE "HORSE- 


MAN." 


In answer to an inquiry as to what 


aged mares to buy for breeding purposes, 
the .Horseman, says: "To begin with.if you 
buy three-year-olds you are in & position 
to select mares of the blood combinations 
that the records up to date show to be 
the most successful in the production of 
•peed, if you bay old mares you bare 
gone a step back along this line. If 
there is anything in the improvement of 
the trotting race the daughter must be 
better than the dam. Therefore, buy 
the daughter. Again, if you buy young 
mares you know that yon are getting the 
first and best of them. You will be in a 
position to condition and feed them and 
maintain them just as you wish and you 
need have no fear that the mares have at 
some time or other been abused—as a 
great many mares undoubtedly are on a 
great many farms. It certainly is abuse 
to lot any mare try to raise a colt at her 
foot, make her carry another in utero 
and then let her pick up a precarious liv- 
ing summer and fall in a bare, dry pas- 
ture with hardly grass enough to keep a 
dry goat and in winter in a yard among 
a lot of others on grainless corn stalks or 
such like roughage. 
Mares that go 


through a siege of this sort for any length 
of time can never again be expected to 
prove first-class producers of anything, 
let alone speed. If you bay such mares 
you are also in a position to learn some- 
thing about their speed. In all proba- 
bility you can buy three-year-old mares 
in training and can have them tried out 
under the watch. If you wish to you 
can have their training continued and 
breed them say, ia the month of June. 
You can give the mares their records 
such as they can take early in the season 
and then turn them out. The practices 
of the old world breeders of trotters in 
Prance and Russia, where annually vast 
sums of money are spent by the govern- 
ment in the effort to advance the inter- 
ests of these breeders, are to retire mares 
early from the track to the paddock. 
There may be nothing in this and again 
there may be. Whatever is the actual 
fact we know that these breeders have 
succeeded in producing such speed as 
they have now on hand with a degree of 
regularity substantially unheard of in 
this country. Summing up then, if you 
buy young mares you are in a position 
to suit all your advisers save those who 
recommend the purchase of ancient 
matrons. Ton may give the young ones 
records without injuring them by exces- 
sive campaigning and racing and so have 
mares to suit those who advocate breed- 
ing speed from those that have demon- 
strated their possession of it. You will 
have young fresh mares that have never 
been injured in any way and you will 
have them bred after the fashion of those 
that the records show to be the best. 
Then if there is anything in the conten- 
tion of the old world breeders that 
mares should go to the paddock young, 
you will be in a position to take advan- 
tage of that also. By all means buy 
young mares. 


THE local markets should receive more 


attention. Produce is shipped to large 
cities at a cost of transportation and 
charges for selling by the commission 
merchant, and sometimes only a small 
profit to the producer, while better prices 
can often be obtained nearer home. 
This season it was noticed that when 
strawberries were selling in New York 
and Philadelphia at four cents per box 
consumers in the towns nearest the 
strawberry beds were paying eight and 
ten cents. In one town not a hundred 
yards from the depot from which straw- 
berries were being shipped retailed the 
berries at ten cents, while tie same 
grower from whom they were obtained 
received only three cents from the com- 
mission merchant.

Tlie Horse's Foot. 


A little plain talk on the horse's foot 


with a tew facts pertaining to the same I 
trust will prove instructive and benefit 
some. While the anatomy of the foot 
is understood by moat all men who 
own horses, the care and treatment of 
the foot to keep it sound and healthy 
and how to detect and correctly diag- 
nose the defects, faults and other trou- 
bles which are at first so slight but later 
become chronic and oftentimes ruin a 
valuable horse. My thirty yeais' experi- 
ence has proven to me, says a writer in 
Horse Breeder, that 60 per cent, of the 
horses bred have feet that are not nat- 
urally strong and rugged and therefore 
easy to get out of condition, and go 
wrong. Take for instance one of the 
most frequent and most troublesome 
kind of feet I hare to deal with is the 
Horse by nature bred with a thin shell, 
weak and springy bottom. This type of 
foot is the least understood by the vet- 
erinarian, the blacksmith or the owner 
of any type of foot in existence and 
when such a foot goes lame or sore 
everybody begins to experiment with it 
until lie is almost, if not quite ruined. 
Do not do that, poultice until the in- 
flammation and soreness are removed, 
then dry out the foot and use a mineral 
preparation to make the foot hard for 
several days, fit on an easy and proper 
shoe, and your horse will be ready to 
trot a race sound and right. 
Another 


type of foot not much understood is the 
congested or bloated foot, the cauae 
leading to it and the successful treat- 
ment of the same. Also another type of 
foot which is the cause of the knee- 
sprung horee. But it requires so much 
space to do these two subjects justice, I 
will defer mentioning them. 
If you 


have a horse with any kind of faulty 
action, do not believe one word the so- 
called expert may say about muscular 
weakness or non-muscular development. 
While there may be a remote case, the 
idea is only aTeiicof the ancient past 
and no good. A bad case of forging or 
scalping, your expert-will say: "Put on 
weights, build up muscle, and if be goes 
to one side use a limber pole"—such an 
expert is indeed slow and not up to dale, 
as it requires just two hoars, the natural 
time of shoeing a horse, to cure him. 
This can bfl done by properly leveling up 
and balancing your horse and by fitting 
your shoes scientifically so ohat yon will 
quicken him in front and slow him be- 
hind, wherein you at once assist his nat- 
ural locomotor instincts and he quickly 
goes trne and clear and will surely please 
you. 


IF farmers will make it a rule to send 


only the best to market they will get 
more money for one-half of their crops 
when prices are low than for the whole. 
When the markets are well supplied only 
the best will sell. STot only should the 
articles be selected, but they should be 
uniform—of the same quality at the bot- 
tom of a basket as at the top. Instead 
of reducing the prices of potatoes by 
sending the very small ones to market 
keep those that are unsalable and feed 
them on the farm and they will then be 
more valuable. 


IT is special work to grow seeds on 


the farm, and any farmer who depends 
upon himself for the seed to ba used next 
year must be very careful or his varieties 
will be mixed. The wind, bees and in- 
sects distribute pollen, and, although the 
effects of involuntarily crossing of va- 
rieties may not be noticed this season, 
there will be no mistake in results next 
year. 


Sow a few rows of the white flat tur- 


nips, and repeat every three weeks until 
too late for them. For a winter crop the 
rutabagas are excellent, which should 
be planted this month. To get good 
turnips have the ground rich and force 
them in growth.

TEK dwarf varieties of sweet corn ma- 


ture quickly, and for this reason may be 
used for late planting if there is danger 
of frost coming before a crop can be se- 
cured. Sweet corn, however, is used be- 
fore fully matured, and does not, tnere- 
fore require as long a period for growth 
as Seld corn. If standard varieties are 
planted now there will be ample time for 
a late supply if the ground is in good 
condition and fertilizer also applied. 


EvBKT farmer should have a hive of 


bees on his farm, even if he attaches but 
little value to the honey. The bees are 
excellent foragers and carry pollen from 
one plant to another. In communities 
where no bees are kept there will be 
found orchards that do not bear, the 
canse being unknown, while a hive or 
two of bees in the neighborhood would 
change the conditions. 


IT good celery is desired water the 


plants with soapsuds and keep the 
ground clean of grass and weeds. 
The 


watering of a large crop with soapsuds is 
impracticable, but where one has a small 
planting in a garden and will give five or 
ten minutes' work to the plants twice or 
three times a week the results will be 
very gratifying, as something better than 
the average may be secured. Soapsuds 
make a special fertilizer for celery. 


If an old strawberry bed is to be dis- 


continued it ahould be plowed at once 
and a crop grown thereon in order to de- 
stroy the weeds, as there is no better 
distributing point for weeds than an old 
•trawberry bed. Use the ground for late 
cabbage and give it clean cultivation.

A Letter of Sir Walter Scott. 
The recently published memoirs of 


Lady Louisa Stuart contain her unpuh 
listed correspondence with Sir Walte 
Scott. The following letter givea a de 
ligbtful glimpse into the novelist's early 
life when he stored away the vast num 
her of ballads and border tales wbicl 
stood him in such good stead when h< 
began the Waverley series. 


"I was always a willing listener,' 


writes Sir Walter, "to tales of broil am 
battle and hubbub of every kind, anc 
now I look back on it, I think what a 
godsend I must have been while a boy 
to the old Trojans of 1745, nay, 1715, who 
used to frequent my father's house, anc 
who knew as little as I did for wna 
market I was laying up the raw mater 
ials of their oft-told tales. 
My friend 


was a certain Alaeter Stuart, of Inver 
nahyle, a leader of no ignoble portion o 
your ladyship's royal clan of the Stuarts 
namely of Appine' which he led on many 
a bloody day. I shall never forget one 
of his answers to me. I was, I suppose 
about ten years old, and seated on bis 
knee, listened to his warlike exploits, of 
which he was no loath narrator. 


" 'Oh, Inver'—this was his familiar 


and pet name in the family—'will you 
tell me if you ever were afraid 'f 
'Troth 


G-urdie, mavourneen' (Walter my dar 
ling), said the old man, 'the first time I 
gaed into action, when I saw the red 
coats rank opposite to us and our people 
put up their bonnets to say a bit of pray- 
er, and then scrug their bonnets down 
over their een and set forward like bulls, 
driving each other on and beginning to 
fire their guns and draw their broad- 
swords, I would have given any man a 
thousand merk to insure me I wad not 
run away.'"

Sacred White Bison. 


Its Skin Believed to be Great Medicine, Ex- 


hibited In Chicago. 


Another prize hag been acquired by the 


Chicago Academy of sciences. It ia the 
akin of a sacred white bison, donated by 
Alderman Charles I\ Gunther. 


This ekin is the only one of the kind on 


exhibition in tbe country and has been 
doing business among tbe Winnebago In- 
dians aa great medicine for the last 300 or 
400 years. 
This sacred relic of a fast 


disappearing race of people is of especial 
interest in view of the fact that the bis- 
on will soon take bis place with tbe mas- 
todon, tbe Irish elk and tbe dodo. 


Tbe skin, which measures about 64 


feet in length by oi in width, has a pedi- 
gree for medicine running back nearly 
400 years, but its excellent state of pres- 
ervation leads one to believe tbat in life 
it never practiced what it preached and 
eschewed all participation in tbe concoc- 
tions and incantations tbat it was instru- 
mental in dispensing to the artless Win- 
uebagoes. 


The Indian believes that everything 


mysterious or unusual is "medicine" or 
sacred and in some way related to tbe 
Great Spirit; hence to procure an albino 
form or a monstrosity of any kind he 
would riek hi3 life to endure great bard- 
ships. Naturally a white buffalo, being a 
strange form of the animal which sup- 
plied nearly all bis wants, appealed to 
him more strongly than any other, and 
to have such a skin in the family or tribe 
was supposed to render its owner agree- 
able in the eyes of tbe Great Spirit and 
to operate as a mascot against the wiles 
of the evil one. 


Wraxell, in his stories of the wild life 


ia the settlements during the time of 
Miles Standish and Boger Williams, de- 
scribes the death of a Narragansett chief 
who bad risked and lost bis life in an at- 
tempt to kill a white buffalo. • The In- 
dian, in his eagerness to obtain the cov- 
eted prize, had come too near the wound- 
ed animal and tad been impaled on the 
sharp, curved borne of the brute. 
Still 


he clung on, believing that he was in 
good company and that the "great medi- 
cine" would guarantee bis passage to tbe 
skies, if not on flowery beds of ease »t 
least by tbe shortest route. Groot Wil- 
liams, a mighty hunter and friend of 
Standish, states that in all bis long life 
spent on the plains constantly hunting 
buffaloes he had seen but three white 
bpecimens.—Chicago Post. 


Drowning Our Troops in .Luzon. 


Manila dispatches of June 10 say ; 
It has been raining and storming almost 


constantly for two days, and the country 
along the army lines ie literally flooded. 
The soldiers are suffering great discomfort.

all sides are one great lake. A high wind 
blew over several tentP of the Second Re- 
serve Hospital. 


Manila Bay is impossible of navigation 


by either launches or canoes, and no ves- 
sels are leaving tbe harbor. 


The United States transport Centennial 


ia ready to ?ail for San Francisco with dis- 
charged soldiers, but the latter have to sit 
around tbe water front all day, drenched 
to the skin, waiting for a launch to take 
them to the steamer. 


Tbe River Pasig and all the other streams
